NEW ORLEANS 
HUNKERS DOWN 


AS ISAAC MAKES LANDFALL, CITY GETS FIRST TEST OF FLOOD DEFENSES 


NEW ORLEANS Hurricane Isaac crashed 
ashore in southeast Louisiana on Tuesday, 
bringing high winds and soaking rains that 
pose the first test for multibillion-dollar flood 
defenses put in place in New Orleans after 
Hurricane Katrina devastated the U.S. Gulf 
Coast seven years ago. 

Flood-control systems and levees failed 
when Katrina hit in 2005, leaving parts of 
New Orleans underwater. Troops and law 
enforcement officials have been deployed 
throughout the city this week to prevent a re- 
peat of the chaos and looting that followed in 


the days and weeks after Katrina. 

Isaac killed at least 23 people and caused 
significant flooding and damage in Haiti and 
the Dominican Republic before skirting the 
southern tip of Florida on Sunday. 

The effects of the large, slow-moving storm 
were felt along the coastlines of Louisiana, 
Mississippi and Alabama. Storm surge caused 
flooding in Louisiana and winds gusted to 62 
mph in New Orleans, the National Hurricane 
Center said in an advisory. 

New Orleans Mayor Mitch Landrieu as- 
sured residents “your city is secure,” and said 


emergency services were ready for search 
and rescue missions. This raised the specter 
of Katrina, when Coast Guard helicopters 
plucked stranded residents from the roofs of 
their flooded houses. 

“We're in the heart of this fight,” Landrieu 
told an evening news conference. “We are in 
the hunker-down phase.” 

About 1,000 US. National Guard troops 
in military vehicles took up positions on the 
city’s mostly deserted streets, brandishing au- 
tomatic assault rifles to ward off any threat of 
looting.

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The Army Corps of Engineers has built 

a $14.5 billion defense system of walls, 
floodgates, levees and pumps designed to 
protect New Orleans from a massive tidal 
surge like the one that swamped the city 
in Katrina’s wake. Most of the city’s Lower 
Ninth ward, still scarred by the devasta- 
tion of Katrina, was deserted on Tuesday. 
Residents who had not evacuated stocked 
up on water, food and fuel. 


President Obama urged residents to take 
cover and heed warnings, saying that now was 
“not the time to tempt fate.” He issued emer- 
gency declarations for Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi earlier this week. 

On Tuesday morning, army engineers 
closed the massive new floodgate at Lake Bor- 
gne, east of New Orleans, for the first time. It 
is the largest storm-surge barrier in the world. 

In other preparations, oil production in the 
US. Gulf of Mexico nearly ground to a halt, 
and ports and coastal refineries curtailed op- 
erations.

CTA officials are responding decisively to 
commuters who intensely dislike the center- 
facing seating on the transit agency’s $1.14 bil- 
lion rail cars and want it changed. 

The answer: You’re stuck with it for the 
next 40 years. 

Replacing the longitudinal aisle-facing 
seating arrangement on the new rail cars with 
a traverse style of both forward- and rear-fac- 
ing seats that are the norm in Chicago would 
require redesigning the 5000 Series cars to 
anchor the seats to new beams added to the 
frame, according to CTA engineers and the 
manufacturer, Montreal-based Bombardier 
Transportation. 

Such a move is out of the question because the 
changes would be very expensive and delay pro- 
duction of the 706 rail cars, CTA officials said. 

“It’s not just a matter of rearranging the 
seats. The entire support structure of the 
cars is related to the seating configuration,”

Get used to those 
aisle-facing seats 


CTA President Forrest Claypool said after a 
Tribune story Monday outlined growing dis- 
approval with the seating layout among CTA 
customers. The new fleet is operating on the 
Pink and Green lines and is scheduled to start 
service on the Red Line in late fall. 

Among the complaints that riders men- 
tioned were discomfort sitting with other 
passengers squeezed in on both sides of them 
and standing passengers stepping on the feet 
of seated passengers. 

Claypool, who joined the CTA as part of 
the Emanuel administration last year, did not 
select or approve the center-facing seating, 
and he did not say whether he would have 
chosen that design if it were up to him. 

“The decisions for the 5000 Series were 
made nearly to years ago based on extensive 
engineering and design review,” Claypool said. 
“Without doing the same kind of research and 
analysis they did 10 years ago, we don’t know 
what factors would guide a decision today.”

GOP makes Romney official 


TAMPA, Fla. —_— Republicans 

launched a sharp assault on Pres- 
ident Obama’s economic record on the 
first full day of their convention Tues- 
day and praised Mitt Romney as a lead- 
er who could rein in big government 
and kick-start a stagnant economy. 

After a storm threat delayed the 
convention one day, Republicans for- 
mally nominated Romney and _ his 
running mate, Paul Ryan, to challenge 
Obama for the White House in a Nov. 
6 election that polls show is tight. 

Republicans repeatedly accused 
Obama of being hostile to small busi- 
ness owners, burying them under high 
taxes and excessive regulations that 
stunted job growth. His signature 
healthcare overhaul, they said, was big 
government run amok. 

“Tt’s time to end this era of absen- 
tee leadership in the Oval Office and 
send real leaders to the White House. 
America needs Mitt Romney and Paul 
Ryan and we need them right now,” 
said Chris Christie, the combative 
New Jersey governor who delivered 
the convention’s keynote address. 

“Mitt Romney will tell us the hard 
truths we need to hear to put us back 
on the path to growth and create 


good-paying private sector jobs again 
in America,” he said. 

Polls show Romney trails Obama 
badly with women, and the conven- 
tion featured a series of women speak- 
ers capped by Romney’s wife, Ann. She 
said her husband had attacked every 
challenge—from reviving the strug- 
gling Salt Lake City Olympics to help- 
ing her battle multiple sclerosis and 
breast cancer. 

“At every turn in his life, this man I 
met at a high school dance has helped

You got your start playing at Lilly’s. How 
would you have described the scene 
there in those early days? 

It was a special time, and at first it was 
strange to come back and present this 
idea to Lilly because I owe my entire 
career to [her]. They had an open mic 
every Tuesday, and it was with some of my 
favorite bands, like Joe Pug, Bailiff and 
Jeremy Miller from Rambos. That whole 
scene started here, so it felt right to bring 
it back and create memories with a whole 
new group of musicians. 


Has putting this festival together given 
you a better appreciation for what makes 
Chicago unique? 

We're our own thing. We’re not L.A. 
We’re not New York. There are a lot of 
people coming in now and making money 
off massive festivals that bring in blog 
bands, which is just how the industry is. 
We need to stand up a bit more as artists 
for our actual local scene. I would love 

to sit down with the mayor and be like, 
“This is what’s up. We have the best music 
scene in the world. Work it.” 


If you landed a sit-down with the mayor, 
what’s one thing you would you push 
for? 

I think our airports should play some- 
thing like The Chicago Mixtape, for sure. 
Something that represents what our local 
scene is doing. 


Was it difficult to get musicians to partici- 
pate in a free event? 

At first it definitely was, but I would say 
95 percent of the artists got on board 
within a day or so of me sharing the con- 
cept with them. 


I take it you’re a skilled salesman. 
{Laughs.] Somehow it’s not that difficult 
{for me] to persuade people. Maybe I just 
have a big mouth and make people feel 
sorry for me or something. Once people 
heard what we were trying to do in unit- 
ing the scene, we started to get all these 
emails from other people wanting to 
contribute. It went from maybe having a 
couple bands a night to having artists and 
DJs and photographers. It’s still expand- 


ing. 


Were you taken aback by anyone who 
reached out? 

I was really honored to have [Wilco’s] 
Pat Sansone come on board. And Mars 
Williams, who’s touring nonstop around 
the world with Psychedelic Furs. Really, 
there’s been a bit of a thrill with confirm- 
ing each band. 


Did you consider making all the partici- 
pants get a Chicago tattoo to prove their 
loyalty to the city? 

{Laughs.] Only on their forehead. 


What was the initial inspiration behind 
expanding a simple record release show 
into a sprawling, 30-day affair celebrating 
your hometown? 

I’ve had this extreme love for the city since 
I was a kid, but I’m such a dreamer I always 
wanted to leave. When my career started 

I was getting these offers outside Chicago 
and I was getting excited about all these 
other scenes. For about six years I toured 

.. and then I realized I was ready to do 
something specifically for Chicago instead 
of trying to run away. 


What cities did you consider moving to? 
For a long time I’d choose these cities like 
New York or Los Angeles based on which 
one I thought would help my career. I used 
to care so much about handshakes and find- 
ing the industry people. Now it’s a matter of 
not caring. I only want to make music, and 
if even one person hears it that’s great. 


Does that mean you'd considering drop- 
ping “Ego” from the band name? 

I don’t know. I wouldn’t mind changing the 
name at some point, that’s for sure. We all 
have regrets, but I wanted to be that rock 
star for so long and now I have no interest 
in that. For the first time I feel like I’m over 
that youthful pride I had, you know?

Over the years, fans have watched Alanis Morissette 
grow from a feisty 21-year-old to a creatively Zen wife and 
mother at age 38. Through it all, she has sold more than 60 
million albums and broken barriers for young female art- 
ists in the process. After a four-year hiatus, Morissette is 
back this week with her eighth studio album, “Havoc and 
Bright Lights,” which dropped Tuesday. She talked about 
her career. 


You grew up in the public eye. Do you feel this endears 
you to people or draws more criticism? 

Probably both. If someone is resonating with what they 
see, they are probably going to think I’m a genius. If what 
they see they judge as horrifying, they'll think I’m an 
idiot. That hasn’t really changed. 


Your albums are very personal. Is it hard to be transpar- 
ent as an artist? 

To be transparent in song is very easy for me. I don’t mind 
offering my life up as a case study. The challenge has been 
applying the courage that it took to be authentic in my 
songs to my day-to-day life. I used to be upset, go into the 
studio alone and write a song, thinking that would take 
care of everything. Eventually, I had to actually buck up. 


“Jagged Little Pill” was a juggernaut of an album that 
defined a generation. How do you look back on that 
record? 

It’s impossible to top, and chasing it would be ensured 
suffering. But my ego is flattered by the album’s longev- 
ity. Women were taken more seriously in terms of record 
sales and radio play. The wave was happening, and I was 
riding a surfboard on the crest. 


Does “Havoc and Bright Lights” refer to the negatives 
and positives of life? 

I’m a Gemini by trade, so I’m obsessed with wholeness. I 
don’t want to be good, I want to be whole. I love the dark 
because it’s alluring to me. The light is alluring and scary, 
too. I will always explore both sides, I can’t help myself. 


What can fans expect from your live shows? 

Expect every emotion. At the end, I’m wrung out from 
exploring frustration, rage, joy, bliss, infatuation and lust. 
The set list is all over the place, featuring songs from the 
last 17 years. There’s this timeless line that runs through 
them all, and somehow they work really well together.

County,” “Lawless” 
depicts neither a

Gary Oldman plays one of those gangsters, 
Floyd Banner. Oldman’s typically strong 
performance might have helped the movie, 
if his character didn’t completely disappear 
without explanation. “Lawless” presents 
racially segregated drinking fountains 
without discussing what racial disparity has 
to do with the main plot, which includes not 
one but two underwritten, chemistry-free 
love stories — between Forrest (Hardy) and 
Maggie (Jessica Chastain), and between Jack 
(LaBeouf) and a preacher’s daughter (Mia 
Wasikowska). 

The simplistic softness of these subplots 
clashes badly with the film’s brutal violence. 
At least the impact of a shotgun to the face 
or a shovel to the head possesses more weight 
than a ridiculous shootout in which several 
people stand around and watch. Everyone 
else has rather bad aim. 

A longer version of the film reportedly 


exists, which may or may not explain pacing 
issues that make the first hour an awful bore 
despite a set of brass knuckles and a knife 
to the throat. No director’s cut, however, 
will solve the distracting performances by 


Guy Pearce (as sleazy Special Agent Charlie 
Rakes) and Noah Taylor (as one of Floyd’s 
henchmen). They pull out what little reality 
remains in a movie that already embarrass- 
ingly fails to illuminate real life.

More Americans are going for a walk, a prom- 
ising trend to help fight obesity and improve 
overall health, according to a new study re- 
leased by the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. 

Overall, 62 percent of Americans reported 
walking at least once for 10 minutes or more 
during the previous week in 2010.
